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Kruzerz donate to Toys for Tots

At Irvine City Hall Monday night, the Twin City 
Kruzerz presented over $1000 in toys to Ravenna 
Police Chief Ken White for the Toys for Tots pro¬ 
gram. 

The toys will be distributed to needy children in 
the community. White has been leading the Toys 
for Tots toy drive for the past seven years. He says 
that more than 500 children are typically supplied 
with gifts each year. 

Anyone who would like for their child to par¬ 
ticipate in Toys for Tots can pick up a participation 
sheet Wednesday through Saturday after 6 p.m. at 
the Ravenna Police Department. Names will be 


accepted from Nov. 25, through Dec. 15, 2013. 

The president of the Twin City Kruzerz, Loyd 
Flynn, said the club supported three organizations 
last year that help the community, including the 
Backpack ministry, a food drive to benefit the food 
bank and Toys for Tots. 

Tommy “Tobo” Bryant is on the car club board 
and is also a councilman on the Irvine City 
Council. He says he wanted to take advantage of 
his role as councilman to do something to help 
bring life to downtown on Saturday nights. The 
cruise-ins provide a way for people to show off 
their old cars, as well as a way to raise money to 
give back to the community. Money raised from 
the last cruise-in of the season on Nov. 12 was 
designated for Toys for Tots. Bryant said he hoped 
at least 50 cars would sign up, but they had 72, the 


largest number yet. 

From that cruise-in, the group took in about 
$550, and another $200 was donated from the gen¬ 
eral fund. He says individuals also donated toys to 
the drive, and he estimated the total amount raised 
for toys to be over $1000. 

Bryant says Ruby at the Family Dollar did 
individual transactions for each purchase of $25 
so she could return the $5 coupon. The Twin 
City Kruzerz currently have about sixty members. 
They meet on the first Monday of each month at 
7 p.m. at the Irvine City Hall, and their monthly 
cruise-ins are on the second Saturday night of each 
month from May to Oct.

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Second 
reading 
of alcohol 
ordinance 
approved

The Irvine City Council voted 
unanimously to approve the 
second reading of the proposed 
alcohol ordinance when they 
met Monday night in a special 
called meeting. 

City Attorney Rodney Davis 
read a summary of the 25-page 
ordinance which contains regu¬ 
lations on licensing, hours when 
alcohol can be sold, display of 
licenses and signs, as well as 
several other conditions, prohi¬ 
bitions and restrictions. 

The document states that the 
Irvine City Council has deter¬ 
mined that an economic hard¬ 
ship exists with the city, and 
the sale of alcohol beverages by 
the drink could aid economic 
growth. 

It states that there will be 
mandatory responsible beverage 
service training, and it provides 
rules for signs and advertising. 

The ordinance states that alco¬ 
hol beverage control is given to 
the Police Chief. Irvine Police 
Chief Brad Smith, the designat-

Johnetta Kirby Dunaway 
and her husband Michael 
Whalen purchased the 
house about five years ago, 
which was owned by the 
Bergman family for more 
than 100 years. 

Susan Hawkins, with the 
River City Players, said the 
event was to raise the “seed 
money” necessary to create 
a fund to take a survey of 
the old Mack Theater on 
Main Street.

ed alcohol beverage commissioner, said after 
the meeting that “we are officially ready” to 
begin the application process locally. 

Conditions for appealing orders of the city 
ABC administrator are spelled out in the 
ordinance, as well as a fee schedule for several 
kinds of licenses ranging for distiller s license, 
to special temporary licenses, to caterers 
license, to microbrewery licenses. 

According to 120.22 in the ordinance, all 
city licenses except special temporary ones are 
valid for no more than a year. 

The application process begins with the 
city, but some of the licenses are granted by 
the state, including the quota packaged liquor 
sales. Irvine is allotted two liquor stores based 


on the population of the city. 

The city has 30 days to approve or disap¬ 
prove an original application, or 15 days to 
renew a city license. 

Reasons for denial of applications are spelled 
out, as well as rules for sampling. Hours of sale 
are also clarified. Alcohol sales are not permit¬ 
ted on Sundays or whenever the polls are open. 
Gambling is not permitted on any of the 
licensed premises. There are restrictions on 
happy hours, and adult entertainment activi¬ 
ties are prohibited. Drive-through outlets for 
the sale of alcohol beverages are permitted 
if certain conditions are met. Penalties for 
violating the provisions of the ordinance are 
listed, including fines and required terms in 
jail. 

Anyone with questions concerning the sale 
of alcoholic beverages in the city of Irvine 
should contact Irvine City Hall or Police Chief 
Brad Smith.

President’s Deal with Iran is the Wrong Approach

On Saturday evening, President Obama 
stepped before the cameras in the White 
House and triumphantly announced to 
the world that his administration, along 
with the negotiators of five other countries, 
had reached an agreement with Iran on its 
nuclear program. Since that moment, the 
President and his team have gone to great 
lengths to sell their historic deal with Iran 
as a good one. For the sake of our national 
interest, I truly wish this were the case. 

Unfortunately, I fear that in their eager¬ 
ness to reach any sort of a deal, the 
Administration has mistakenly chosen pro¬ 
cess over substance - and on the substance, 
this deal is bad for America, our allies, and 
our long-term security interests. 

As someone who shares the goal of pre¬ 
venting Iran from acquiring nuclear weapons 
capability, I sincerely wish we could be cel¬ 
ebrating a positive diplomatic breakthrough. 
However, providing billions of dollars in 
relief and easing sanctions that were working 
in exchange for cosmetic and easily reversible 
concessions is not a positive breakthrough. 
Providing Iran the international legitimacy 
gained by a deal without requiring that they 
dismantle even a single centrifuge is not a 
positive breakthrough. And, perhaps most 
troubling, reversing course and caving on 
enrichment rights that will permanently leave 
Iran on the verge of developing a nuclear 
bomb at will is clearly not a positive break¬ 
through. 

All of this is why the Prime Minister of 
our close ally Israel, Benjamin Netanyahu, 


has blasted the deal as a “historic mistake,” 
while the government of Syria’s ruthless dic¬ 
tator, Bashar al-Assad, has applauded the deal 
as a “historic agreement.” Think about that 
for a moment. 

The President and his administration will 
do their best to minimize opposition to this 
agreement as some sort of shrill, partisan 
exercise. However, nothing could be further 
from the truth, and there are real dangers in 
arrogantly dismissing these concerns as any¬ 
thing other than honest and legitimate. This 
is why I am pleased to see that Members of 
Congress on both sides of the aisle have done 
the right thing, stepped forward to forge a 
strong, bipartisan consensus and voice deep 
skepticism about the agreement. 

Going forward, given the position of the 
Obama Administration, I believe the best 
approach for Congress is to immediately 
design and pass additional sanctions that 
will significantly ratchet up the pressure on 
Iran in the event that -and most likely, when 
- Iran deviates from the current agreement 
or refuse to negotiate a more acceptable final 
agreement. 

Make no mistake, I hope we can avoid war 
and reach a diplomatic and peaceful outcome 
that denies Iran nuclear weapons capabil¬ 
ity. However, I believe the most likely path 
to achieving that peaceful and successful 
outcome is for our military option to remain 
credible and on the table, while dramatically 
and immediately increasing the sanctions 
pressure on Iran. This is what I supported 
when I voted for the Nuclear Iran Prevention 


Act on July 31, which passed the House of 
Representatives by an overwhelming 400-20 
vote. 

Unfortunately, the administration has 
chosen another path - to negotiate away our 
leverage - and regretably, their approach 
ultimately puts Iran closer to the bomb and 
makes war more likely. 

Quite simply, it is imperative to the long¬ 
term safety and security of the United States 
that we get this right. The stakes could not 
be higher and a wrong move could have per¬ 
manent consequences. A nuclear-armed Iran 
poses a direct and grave threat to America, 
our interests, and our allies. Iran is respon¬ 
sible for killing hundreds of American sol¬ 
diers in Iraq and Afghanistan during the last 
decade, and Iran continues to be the worlds 
leading state sponsor of international terror¬ 
ism. Now, imagine how emboldened Iran 
would be under the protection of its own 
nuclear umbrella. 

This agreement has put us in a more vul¬ 
nerable position, and it has unnecessarily put 
our allies at risk. It is the result of an admin¬ 
istration that has fallen in love with process 
and the thrill of the deal, while overlooking 
the substance. Similar to what happened 
with Syria, the administrations lack of moral 
clarity, shifting positions, and vacillation is 
painting us into a corner. For the sake of our 
national interest, I hope that the administra¬ 
tion will recognize and reverse this grave 
mistake before it’s too late. In the meantime, 

I will stand by ready to help. 


Does Plan B exist for Kentucky’s declining economy?

Frustrated by intense opposition experienced by his ideological soul 
mate in the White House, Gov. Steve Beshear claims in a New York 
Times op-ed that Obamacare - the biggest expansion of government 
power and control in decades - is good for Kentuckians’ health and 
their pocketbooks. 

Beshear supports his assertion by citing what was “concluded” in 
a recent study about the federal health care reform’s impact on the 
Bluegrass State. 

However, he conveniently fails to point out that those conclu¬ 
sions were released in a report by the Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services, which admits in the executive summary that it “hired” 
Pricewaterhouse Coopers and “contracted” with the Urban Studies 
Institute, which “conclude” that Obamacare will “inject $15.6 billion 
in Kentucky’s economy over the next eight years, create almost 17,000 
new jobs (and) have an $802.4 million positive budget impact.” 

How serious should we take a study contracted by the state bureau¬ 
cracy and performed with government-hired hands - especially when 
those hired hands know that this is the governor’s pet project? 

Can you really see this cabinet releasing an economically rigor¬ 
ous report that suggests, as the independent and widely respected 
Heritage Foundation did - that Obamacare’s Medicaid expansion 
alone would cost the Bluegrass State $846 million during the next 
decade - especially if doing so would tick off their boss? 

Neither do I. 

Is it not bothersome that Beshear tries to put all of Kentucky’s pro¬ 
verbial economic eggs into a basket with gaping holes? 

First, it was expanded gambling that was going to save the com¬ 
monwealth’s economy. Now, it’s getting multitudes on the government 
health-care dole. 

To anyone who disagrees with him and questions the law’s consti¬ 
tutionality or even its workability, Beshear offered this civilized, classy 
response in his New York Times missive: “Get over it.” 

That might be a tad easier were it not for the latest release on 
Kentucky’s unemployment picture for October from the Education 
and Workforce Development Cabinet, which reveals a state workforce 
in decline: 

•The unemployment rate was 8.4 percent - up not only from the 


previous month but also higher than the October 2012 jobless rate. 
(And unlike unemployment numbers released during the last presi¬ 
dential election, there’s little concern that these figures were tampered 
with - especially considering Kentucky’s rate is more than a full per¬ 
centage point higher than the national one.) 

•The civilian labor force decreased by nearly 10,000 individuals 
from September. 

•Around 2,100 manufacturing jobs were lost in October and more 
than 3,000 during the past year. 

•The mining and logging sector has lost 900 jobs in the past year 

•The information sector lost 1,700 positions during the past year. 

•The building sector has lost nearly 2,000 jobs just throughout the 
past year alone. 

•Some good news: There were fewer government jobs than a month 
- and a year - ago. 

State economist Manoj Shanker says there has been a “sharp drop 
in the labor force” and notes that “Kentucky’s labor market has strug¬ 
gled since late spring.” 

And keep in mind that this analysis doesn’t even include 
Kentuckians who have “gotten over” searching for employment and 
no longer look for a job. 

Compare Beshear s plan with what, say, former Indiana Gov. Mitch 
Daniels, who led a rip-roaring economic revival in his state in recent 
years, might offer. 

It defies the imagination to envision Daniels offering something 
like this in the Wall Street Journal: “Our big economic plan is ... a 
federal government takeover of the Hoosier State’s health-care system. 
And if you don’t like it, get over it.” 

Imagine it. 

Beshear s Plan A is more gambling and more government. 
Concerned, unemployed and otherwise struggling Kentuckians 
might like to know about a Plan B to address our current economic 
decline - something that actually would shepherd the commonwealth 
through it.

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Caring for poinsettias and cut Christmas trees

Christmas time is here 
and many enjoy decorating 
the home with poinsettias 
and a cut Christmas tree. 
Poinsettias are the most pop¬ 
ular plant this season and 
contribute over 250 million 
dollars to the U.S. economy at 
the retail level. Additionally, 
U.S. consumers consistently 
spend over one million dollars 
annually for cut Christmas 
trees. Below are a few tips on 
how to extend the enjoyment 
of these traditional Christmas 
plants. 

Poinsettias are not hard to 
keep healthy indoors. Give 
the plant as much light as 
possible (e.g. under a skylight 
or near an east or south facing 
window). If possible, expose 
the plant to one or more 
hours of direct sunlight each 
day. Poinsettias prefer a con¬ 


stant temperature of around 
75 degrees Fahrenheit. Drafty 
areas near vents, radiators, 
or ceiling fans should be 
avoided. Also, it is never a 
good idea to set plants of any 
kind on a television or other 
electronic equipment. 

Water the plant as needed, 
but don’t over water. Poinset¬ 
tias are susceptible to soil- 
borne diseases and wet soils 
can increase the chance of 
infection. To determine if it’s 
time to water, stick your fin¬ 
ger down into the soil at least 
to your middle knuckle. If 
you can feel moisture, wait 
another day and check again 
before watering. Never let the 
plant stand in water. Pour off 
water that may accumulate in 
a saucer or dish under the pot 
and remove the pot from the 
cellophane pot cover when 
watering. 

You can fertilize the plant 
every couple of weeks with 
ordinary houseplant food. A 
well cared for poinsettia can 
last for several weeks after the 
holiday season. 

Now, let’s talk about caring 
for cut Christmas trees. When 
purchasing a cut Christmas 
tree, remember the follow¬ 
ing points: 1) a fresh tree is 
green, although some grow¬ 
ers may spray dyes on their 
trees to tint them and reduce 
water loss, 2) fresh needles 
are hard to pull from branch¬ 


es, 3) when bent between 
your fingers, fresh needles 
do not break, 4) the trunk 
butt of a fresh tree is sticky 
with resin, and 5) when the 
trunk of a tree is bounced on 
the ground, a shower of fall¬ 
ing needles shows that tree is 
too dry. The fresher the tree, 
the longer it will retain its 
needles. The freshest trees are 
locally grown. 

In order to keep your cut 
Christmas tree looking good 
longer and decrease needle 
drop, consider the following 
tips. After you get the tree 
home, remove another one or 
two inches of the cut end of 
the stem to allow the sap to 
flow. Place the tree in a buck¬ 
et of warm water (the heat 
will help get the sap flowing 
and open the water conduct¬ 
ing channels in the wood) 
until you’re ready to move it 
into the house. Select a spot 
in the home away from any 
heat sources - stoves, regis¬ 
ters, fireplaces, etc. Limit the 
hours that electric lights are 
lit on the tree because each 
light is a hot spot on the 
needles. 

Keep the cut tree watered. 
Use the following solution: 
1 cup of corn syrup and 3 
tablespoons of liquid bleach 
added to 1 gallon of water 
(The bleach tends to thin out 
the sticky pitch from the tree’s 
water conducting channels 


and allows water to get into 
the tree. The corn syrup pro¬ 
vides the tree with a source 
of simple carbohydrates for 
food.) Continue adding the 
solution to the reservoir as 
long as the tree remains in 
the house.

TIMES PAST 


The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the Nov. 28 issue of the Citizen 
Voice & Times. It is part of Chapter 2 of 
Hallie Johnstones book History of Estill 
County. 

Jake Wiseman built his country store 
on the site now operated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Bonny. Jake tired of the merchan¬ 
dise business and in 1853 sold his store 
to Francis S. Miller, who operated it for 
several years. Fie was succeeded by his 
son, John P. Miller (1864-1919), who ran a 
general store and post office, also dealt in 
the railroad ties, tanbark, furs and lumber. 
His trademark was “Live and Let Live 

At his death the business was operated 
by his son-in-law, Victor Witt, until his 
health failed and the present owners suc¬ 
ceeded him. 

Other businesses in this early village 
were a blacksmith shop, a grist mill, a 
stave mill at Rock Shoals, and one at 
Wagers Ford. William Boian, grandfather 
of Mrs. Rhoda Gum Winn, operated a tan¬ 
nery in the vicinity of Wisemantown from 
1861 until 1866. Fie employed several men 
and did a flourishing business. The village 
also was blessed with a country doctor, Dr. 
M.P. Scott, whose memory is treasured by 
his many descendants today. 

Wisemantown was at one time investi¬ 
gated as a possible site for Berea College. 
Wisemantown Crossing is named for 
Henry Breckinridge Wiseman, an early 
settler and brother of Abner Wiseman. 

ESTILL SPRINGS 

Estill Springs was known in the early 
settlement of this area as Sweet Springs. 
Located a half mile from Irvine, it was a 
famous summer resort for nearly eighty 
years. 

The hotel, erected in 1845, was the old¬ 
est summer resort in the state. The regis¬ 
ter carried names of the most fashionable 
and distinguished persons of Kentucky 
and the East for many generations. 

Centuries before the early settlers 
invaded the grounds, this was the favorite 
rendezvous and habitat of the Shawnee 
Indians. It was not only a well-supplied 
hunting ground for the tribe, but also a 
garden spot where springs burst forth 
with waters believed to possess magical 
power. 

A well-trodden buffalo trace opened up 
the way for early explorers who paused on 
their journey to drink of the “sweet water.” 
buffalo wallow can still be seen in Sweet 
Lick Creek nearby. 

News of adequate water supply traveled 
fast in early pioneer days. Soon enterpris¬ 
ing promoters exploited the Indian legend 
of health benefits to be derived from the 
water of the free-flowing springs. 

The first record of the springs is said 


to have been embraced in a journal kept 
by a Frenchman, who, with a party of 
Indians in 1765, marched from Detroit 
to Mobile, Alabama. Sweet Springs was 
also mentioned by the explorer, McAfee, 
who gave a good description of the region 
when he wrote in his journal of a little lick 
at some sweet springs in a white oak flat at 
the foot of a little mountain. Daniel Boone 
and John Boyle, while on a hunting tour 
through this region in June 1775, camped 
at the Springs. 

The hotel grounds, consisting of seven 
hundred acres and comprised of wood¬ 
lands, mountain peaks and tangled wil¬ 
derness of tress and shrubs, was surveyed 
and claimed by Gen. Green Clay, and 
remained his until his death. 

The hotel was built by William Chiles, 
who came to this county from Montgomery 
County. At that time there was a group of 
farm buildings on the site. He erected the 
large rambling hotel of lumber cut on the 
land and bricks which went into the foun¬ 
dation also were made on the spot. Chiles 
built the present spring house, which orig¬ 
inally only had a dirt floor and flagstones, 
but was later concreted by H.L. Leete in 
preparation for the 1908 Centennial cel¬ 
ebration of Estill County. 

Prior to the coming of Mr. Chiles, a 
one-story log building with wings on 
each end had been erected by the former 
owner. Chiles built the main hotel; on the 
first floor were three large parlors with six 
bedrooms above. The main dining room 
was 30’ by 100’. He added a two-story sec¬ 
tion with 14 rooms on each floor and on 
the north end a single story structure of 
twenty rooms, which he called Ashland 
Row, for his friend, Henry Clay, of whom 
he was very fond. In addition, Chiles built 
a number of two-room cottages to accom¬ 
modate guests seeking solitude. 

During this important period in the his¬ 
tory of the county from a social and com¬ 
mercial standpoint (when Estill County 
was a great iron-producing and manufac¬ 
turing county, from the year 1830 to about 
the close of the war between the states) the 
hotel was enlarged to include 112 rooms, 
galleries, corridors, and lounging decks. 
Also, during the “Gay Nineties,” a 45’ 
by 100’ ballroom, the largest in the state 
at that period, was erected on the east 
end by J.M. Thomas, owner at that time. 
There were two fine bowling alleys, tennis 
courts, billiards and many other sports for 
the pleasure of the guests. Horseback rid¬ 
ing was one of the favorite pastimes. An 
excellent orchestra was kept throughout 
the season, giving afternoon concerts and 
furnishing delightful concerts and music 
for the ballroom. 

It is said that there was not in the 
South - certainly not in Kentucky - any 
other summer resort so popular as Estill 


Springs. Combining the modern with the 
careless freedom and hospitality of the 
olden times, it had an atmosphere of its 
own. The table was supplied from its own 
great gardens, filled with every variety of 
vegetables, with its own lambs, chickens, 
and other meats killed on the place and 
prepared by old-fashioned cooks, while a 
dozen Jersey cows furnished wholesome 
milk and butter. 

ESTILL SPRINGS NOTED GUESTS 

‘Twas to this cool retreat that the wealthy 
planters of the south made annual pilgrim¬ 
ages with great retinues of servants, horses 
and carriages to spend the long summer 
months. ‘Twas here the fair daughters and 
noble sons of the Old Southland danced 
the minuet, or strolled beneath its shady 
oaks. It was frequented by men notable in 
their day - many of national reputation. 

A favorite among the stories of the 
blithesome days of that period, is the one 
which tells of how Henry Clay (1777-1852) 
a frequent visitor at the resort, “stood pat” 
in many a game of “draw” under the giant 
oaks that adorned the grounds. He must 
have created quite a stir when he stepped 
from his ornate coach, while his driver 
and footman unloaded his luggage, which 
included a deerskin covered trunk and a 
leather hat box containing his high silk 
hat. His visit was considered an extra 
honor paid the resort by one of Kentucky’s 
greatest statesman. 

Other noted men who were guests at the 
Springs were Gov. William Owsley, John J. 
Crittenden, Judge Daniel Breck and noted 
statesmen, John C. Breckinridge. 

The summer before the hotel burned 
during the annual reunion of Morgans 
Men, the hotel numbered among its guests 
Clifton Rhodes Breckinridge, son of John 
C. Breckinridge, a former member of con¬ 
gress from Arkansas, who was once United 
States minister to Russia, and Beriah 
Magoffin Jr., son of Beriah Magoffin, “War 
Governor” of Kentucky. The hotel was 
patronized especially by conventions of 
the circuit clerks, State Bar Association, 
Morgans Men, Fox Hunters Associations, 
and Kentucky Bankers Association. 

The famed “Old Infantry Volunteers” 
was organized by Col. Sidney M. Barnes 
September 14, 1861, at Estill Springs while 
Col. Barnes owned the property. 

Judge James B. White, one of Morgans 
Men, later a member of Congress and a 
leading member of the bar, was influential 
in having the annual reunion of Morgans 
Confederate Veterans hold their reunion 
at Estill Springs. 

Other attractions which the resort 
afforded were “Lovers Path,” which led 
through the woodland across a rustic 
bridge to the Chalybeate Spring, some 
distance from the hotel. This water was 


perfectly translucent, but heavily impreg¬ 
nated with iron. It was considered to be 
natures tonic, distilled in her own labora¬ 
tory, and a great invigorator and appetizer. 
A charming rustic summer house was 
built over the spring. “Devil’s Chair,” of 
rock formation, and the “Old Proposition 
Log” were added attractions. For invalids 
who could not walk to the spring, this 
water was kept at the hotel. 

Ownership of the property changed 
hands many times. The land embraced in 
the whole of the tract remained the prop¬ 
erty of Gen. Green Clay until his death. 
Clay willed the property to his two sons, 
S.B. and B.J. Clay. The Clays sold to Isaac 
Mize, an attorney at law. 

By successive ownership it was pos¬ 
sessed by James Black, Cleveland Black 
(1844), William and John Chiles (1846), 
Col. Sidney M. Barnes, Spencer Noble, 
Lyon Douglas, William H. Lilly, Capt. J.M. 
(Sonny) Thomas, and Harvey Riddell, 
Riddell divided a portion of the land 
into building lots and sold them at auc¬ 
tion, known today as Sweet Springs 
Addition. He also sold a portion of the 
land around Sweet Lick Knob, known as 
Estill Heights. 

The hotel was destroyed by fire on 
December 14, 1924. The blaze, the cause 
of which was undetermined, originated in 
the servant’s quarters on the second floor. 
Fire departments of Irvine and Ravenna 
were unable to check the flames because 
their hose could not reach the building. 
However, two cottages near the building 
were saved. 

At the time of the fire the hotel was oper¬ 
ated by Mr. and Mrs. Coleman Benton. 
The hotel was not rebuilt. The property 
was sold to Dr. O.F. Hume, who operated 
the River View Hospital in Irvine. Dr. 
Hume sold the property to the late Mrs. 
Lena Wallace, an early merchant in Irvine, 
who made the property into a show place 
by building a beautiful colonial home, 
by improving the grounds, and investing 
in valuable antiques from near and far. 
Today Miss Margaret White makes her 
home there. Although privately owned, 
friends of Miss White are welcome to 
carry water from the springs, which have 
never been known to go dry. 

Centennials 

Probably the two most important events 
which ever took place in Estill County 
were the celebration of the centennial 
anniversary of the county on October 1, 
1908, and the sesquicentennial celebration 
50 years later. The author had the pleasure 
and privilege of attending both of these 
historical events.

Women: How to Say ‘No’ during the 
Holidays (and Year-Round) 

Acclaimed Therapist Offers Perspective on Managing a Woman’s Many Roles 


Men expect more than women when it 
comes to “having it all,” according to a new 
study by Citi and Linkedln titled, “Todays 
Professional Woman Report.” 

More men than women define the good 
life as including a strong and loving marriage 
with children - 79 percent, compared to 66 
percent of women. And 9 percent of women 
do not include personal relationships in their 
pursuit of success - up from 5 percent in the 
previous survey. 

“This study may be an indicator not so 
much that women want less than men; it 
may simply mean that women are feel¬ 
ing overwhelmed by the many roles they 
accept in life, and they believe wanting a 
happy work-life balance is asking for too 
much,” says Dr. Jaime Kulaga, a practicing 
therapist, life coach and author of “Type 
‘S’uperWoman - Finding the Work-Life 
Balance: A Self-Searching Book for Women,” 
(www.mindfulrehab.com). 

“In fact, I haven’t met a woman in my life 
who hasn’t taken on an exponential amount 
of roles - far more than is good for any one 
person. From wife to professional to cook to 
chauffeur, women simply do not know how 
to say no, even when they want to.” 

While the holiday season is supposed to 
be a time when family members rejoice with 
family and free time, Dr. Kulaga says women 
often dread this time of year because of the 
additional roles to be taken on. She offers 
perspective for why saying “no” more often is 
good for them. 

• An inability to say “no” is based in fear. 
Why can’t we just say no? It’s because we’re 
afraid of the consequences. Mostly, we are 
afraid of feeling guilt, feeling a sense that 
we are diminished in the eyes of others and, 
overall, that we will somehow lose some¬ 


thing. Decisions based in fear, however, 
are often negative ones as they tend to be 
entrenched in irrationality or impulsivity. 

Try to decide things based on what you want, 
and not what you’re attempting to avoid. 

• Women who can’t say “no” have less, not 
more; be mindful. Mindfulness is an excel¬ 
lent way to pare down the number of roles 
so many women assume; it’s the antidote for 
women who smile and nod “yes” when their 
brains are screaming “no,” and then go into 
the bathroom to cry. There is plenty of talk 
about women who “want it all” - and we 
can have it all, if we focus on what is really 
important and narrow the list of roles down 
to a manageable number. 

• By saying “no” to some things, you’re 
saying “yes” to others. As mortal individu¬ 
als, our time and resources are limited. We 
simply cannot take on all the roles others 
would have us accept and still have time for 
the things that truly matter to us. Working 
late each night, for example, means having 
less time for your family - or yourself! When 
women list their priorities, it’s almost always 
in relation to the needs of others, and not 
themselves. It’s not only OK, it’s healthy to 
want time and other things for oneself!

...RECALLS 
CHRISTMAS IN 
VIETNAM

I was barely past my 
19 th birthday when 
Christmas of 1967 found 
me half way around the 
world in the lower hemi¬ 
sphere. This was my first 
Christmas away from 
home. The weather cer¬ 
tainly was not like Ohio 
in December where I 
was raised. Vietnam was 
experiencing the begin¬ 
ning of its summer sea¬ 
son—hot and humid. GI’s 
don t have much choice in 
deciding where they get 
to spend their holidays. 
They just make the best 
of whatever they have at 
hand. 

If the soldiers are lucky 
enough to be in a barracks 
as I was, they put up little 
ornaments that someone 
from home mailed to us. 
I was fortunate to have a 


tiny Christmas tree that I 
placed on a shelf next to 
my bunk and mosquito 
netting. 

Our company officer 
was very creative (or fool¬ 
ish) and decided to deco¬ 
rate the recently erected 
survey tower in the mid¬ 
dle of our company area 
with colored lights and a 
star at the top. This sur¬ 
vey tower stood 103 feet 
in the air, which made a 
great homing beacon at 
night for incoming enemy 
rockets. Fortunately we 
did not receive greetings 
from the VC while the 
tower was lit up like a 
Christmas tree. 

We were a topographic 
outfit and printed mili¬ 
tary maps, mosaics, etc. 
for our combat soldiers 
in the field. These materi¬ 
als were necessary for our 
troops before the advent 
of GPS. The towers were 
used in units of three 
spaced miles apart to ori¬ 
ent the maps. 

Within the first two 
weeks of my being 
assigned to the 66th 
Engineers, the Survey 
Platoon asked for volun¬ 
teers to guard a perimeter 
around one of their tow¬ 
ers at night while they 
were atop the tower with 
their instruments. Feeling 
as though I could expe¬ 
rience some excitement, 
I volunteered. At dusk, 
all of us eager volunteers 
were trucked along with 
the survey personnel to a 
hilltop that was crowned

with a Buddhist Temple. 
The monks had previous¬ 
ly allowed our survey per¬ 
sonnel to erect the tower 
within their compound. 
The volunteer guards 
were spread along the 
base of the jungle-cov¬ 
ered hillside. It was pitch 
black dark. We could see 
tracers and hear machine 
gun fire near us but fortu¬ 
nately it was not directed 
at us. One thought kept 
running through my 
mind—“What am I doing 
here?” 

Midway through the 
night a trip flare shot 
into the sky and glowed 
like the sun as it drift¬ 
ed towards the Buddhist 
Temple. The flare cas¬ 
ing hit the roof of the 
temple and rolled down 
the clay tile roof mak¬ 
ing a horrible clatter. It 
woke the nearly 20 monks 
in the temple. They all 
came outside dressed in 
their colorful robes and 
shaved heads jabbering 
in Vietnamese. I did not 
understand Vietnamese 
but I interpreted them 
perfectly—“Whattheheck 
is happening!” I made it 
through that night and 
learned to never, never 
volunteer. 

Since Christmas was 
fast approaching, our 
house girl, Mau, invited 
a few of the guys in our 
barracks to her parents 
house in the local village. 
Mau came each day to 
make our bunks, sweep 
the barracks, and polish 


our boots. We worked at 
our jobs 12 hours a day, 
seven days a week with 
an occasional Sunday off. 
Thus, Mau was a big help 
to us, and it provided cash 
money to help support 
her family. I was one of 
the lucky few that Mau 
considered a #1 GI. If you 
ever became a #10 GI, you 
suffered the wrath of her 
harsh Vietnamese words 
salted with a few unsa¬ 
vory American words. 

Mau and her family 
were devoted Catholics 
as were a great many of 
the Vietnamese people, so 
Christmas was a special 
time to them. We were 
treated like kings at Mau’s 
parents home that night. 
I still do not know exactly 
what we ate that evening. 
I observed the food placed 
in front of me with a sus¬ 
picious eye and thought, 
“If it does not kill them, 
it will not kill me,” It was 
all delicious. One of the 
guys in our group, Petee, 
had some experience with 
oriental customs when he 
was stationed in Korea. 
He brought along a gift 
for Papa Son—a bottle of 
Vodka. That made Mau’s 
father grin from ear to 
ear. Our Christmas meal 
with them was delight¬ 
ful and meaningful to a 
bunch of homesick GIs. 

Care packages loaded 
with goodies and cards 
from home were special 
treats. I received a can 
of salted pumpkin seeds 
in one care package. That

may not sound like much 
but I found an excellent 
use for them. I would 
put a pumpkin seed on 
the rat trap behind my 
bunk and would catch a 
rat nearly every time. We 
were overrun with the 
varmints. When we were 
in our perimeter bunkers 
on guard duty at night, 
we could hear them rus¬ 
tling on the dirt floor. 
We threw our bayonets at 
them for sport. Knowing 
the rats were in our midst 
helped to keep us awake. 

The enemy had agreed 
to a holiday truce, so we 
got Christmas Day to 
attend church, rest and 
enjoy a better-than-usual 
meal at the mess hall. 

We were lounging 
around digesting our 
meal when Ted McDowell 
roared up in his deuce- 
and-a-half truck causing 
the laterite dust to bil¬ 
low upon us. He hollered, 
“Jump in! Were going to 
see Bob Hope!” Ted had 
learned that Bob Hope 
was appearing at Long 
Bihn Army Base which 
was a few miles from our 
outpost. He headed down 
Highway 1 with an over¬ 
flowing load of soldiers. 
It was Christmas Day and 
Sunday. All of us broke 
out into a song that was 
popular then—“Groovin’ 
on a Sunday Afternoon.”( 
Did the Rascals sing 
that?) 

Bob Hopes stage was 
set up at the base of a 
natural amphitheater. I 


found out later that the 
military audience that day 
was nearly 30,000 strong. 
It set a record for a Bob 
Hope performance that I 
think still holds to this 
day. As you can tell from 
my picture of that day, we 
were seated on the ground 
in the nose bleed’ section. 
The troops billeted closest 
to the performance site 
received the Tower arena 
seats. What a target for 
the VC rockets! 

I suppose that is why we 
received such short notice 
of his visit. 

Christmas 1967 turned 
out to be a very unusual 
and memorable time for 
me. 

I had seen Bob Hope 
entertain the troops many 
times on TV, but this was 
my first and only time in 
person. I was shocked to 
see that he read the jokes 
from huge placards that 
his crew held in front of 
him. It did not matter; 
we thoroughly enjoyed 
his show. Bob Hope 
always made the troops 
feel as though we were 
remembered. We lost a 
great American when he 
passed away. Nobody has 
stepped forward to take 
his place. 

Remember our mili¬ 
tary personnel who will 
be on duty throughout 
the world and possibly in 
harm’s way this holiday 
season. 

Merry Christmas to all 
of you!

Kentucky Congressional Delegation, Comer seek clarification of Federal hemp position 


Kentucky farmers should be permitted to grow indus¬ 
trial hemp under existing federal and state law, Agriculture 
Commissioner James Comer and other Kentucky leaders wrote 
in a letter to the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration seek¬ 
ing clarification of the agency’s position on industrial hemp. 

“The federal government has said it will respect state laws 
regarding marijuana cultivation and sales, so we feel that hemp 
should be treated the same way,” Commissioner Comer said. 
“Farmers and processors need to be assured that they won’t be 
harassed by the DEA if they grow and process hemp, and that’s 
the purpose of this letter.” 

Commissioner Comer was joined by U.S. Sen. Rand Paul; U.S. 
Reps. John Yarmuth and Thomas Massie; and Brian Furnish, 
chairman of the Kentucky Industrial Hemp Commission, in 
asking the DEA to clarify that hemp production and processing 
are legal in states such as Kentucky that have legalized hemp 
and enacted a framework for licensing and regulating hemp 
production. The letter was mailed to Washington on Tuesday.

again allow farmers to grow industrial hemp,” Rep. Massie said. 
“To further support Commissioner Comer’s efforts to provide 
more jobs and opportunities for Kentucky’s farmers, manufac¬ 
turers, and consumers, I will also continue to seek passage of 
HR 525, the Industrial Hemp Farming Act, which now has 49 
cosponsors in the U.S. House of Representatives.”

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF IRVINE, KENTUCKY ESTABLISHING 
AN ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES ORDINANCE 

“BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF IRVINE, KENTUCKY” 

An ordinance establishing regulations for the sale of alcoholic beverages in the City 
of Irvine, said ordinance providing for: definitions in the ordinance; adopting state law 
where applicable, establishing economic hardship status for the City of Irvine to allow 
retail drink sales, establishing an alcoholic beverage control administrator and admin¬ 
istrative appeals of decisions, establishing license classifications, establishing the form 
and content of city licenses, establishing regulations for the application for a license, 
establishing a regulatory license fee, establishing prohibitions for licensees for treat¬ 
ing or sampling of alcoholic beverages, establishing guidelines for the sale of alcohol 
including the hours of sale and display of license, establishing prohibited conduct and 
restriction for licensed businesses selling alcohol, establishing a mandatory responsible 
beverage service training program, regulating signs and advertising, establishing ad¬ 
ministrative enforcement procedures and setting penalties as follows: 

(A) Any person who violates any of the provisions of this chapter shall, upon convic¬ 
tion thereof in a court of competent jurisdiction, be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine for each offense or violation of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500). 

(B) Any person who violates the distillers license fee provision shall, upon convic¬ 
tion and in accordance with KRS 243.990 (2), be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
sentenced to pay a fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than two 
hundred dollars ($200) or sentenced to imprisonment for no more than six months, or 
both for the first offense. For the second offense, the person shall be fined not less than 
two hundred dollars ($200) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500), or sentenced to 
imprisonment for no more than six months, or both. On the third and each subsequent 
offense, the person shall be sentenced to pay a fine of not less than five hundred ($500) 
nor more than five thousand dollars ($5,000) or sentenced to imprisonment for not more 
than five years, or both. 

(C) Any person who violates any provision of § 120.20 other than as discussed in 
division (B) of this section, or any provisions of §§ 120.21 through §§ 120.37, 120.40, 
120.42, and/or 120.50 through 120.67 shall, upon conviction and in accordance with 
KRS 243.990(1) and 244.990(1), be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200), or be 
imprisoned for no more than six months, or both for the first offense. On the second 
and each subsequent offense, the person shall be fined not less than two hundred dollars 
($200) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500), or be imprisoned for no more than 
six months, or both. 

(D) Any person who violates any provisions of § 120.43 shall, upon conviction and in 
accordance with KRS 244.990(5), be deemed to have committed a violation and shall be 
fined not less than ten dollars ($10) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100). 

(E) Any person who violates any provision of § 120.51 shall, upon conviction and in 
accordance with KRS 244.990(5) and (6), be deemed to have committed a violation and 
shall be fined not less than ten dollars ($10) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100) 
for misrepresentation of age. For use of a false, fraudulent, or altered identification card, 
paper, or other document to purchase, attempt to purchase, or otherwise obtain any 
alcoholic beverage, the person shall be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50) nor more 
than five hundred dollars ($500) for a first offense. For a second and each subsequent 
offense, the person shall be fined not less than two hundred dollars ($200) nor more than 
two thousand dollars ($2,000).
